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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 


The financial report of the expeditures for the Library will be 
found in its appropriate place. It remains only for the com- 
mittee to make the following statement, rendered pertinent by 
the question often asked, viz: “ Why have' not more new 
books been added to the Library?” The purchase of new 
books necessitates a new catalogue,—a work of more expense 
and magnitude than people generally imagine. Again, books 
can be bought to better advantage by purchasing a large bill 
than a small one,—$80o0 will secure a much better discount in 
proportion than $250, and therefore it has been deemed expe- 
dient by the committee to allow the money appropriated yearly 
by the town, to accumulate until it should be large enough to 
purchase at one time whatever books are required, and then 
have the catalogue revised and re-printed at once. It is the’ 
purpose of the committee to immediately make arrangements 
for the purchase of new books with the money set aside yearly 
by the town for that purpose. Those individuals who have 
lists of books upon special subjects, illustrating particular 
branches of science or lines of thought, are requested to forward 
them at once, either to the Librarian or the Committee, so that, 
so far as possible, the various tastes and minds of our citizens 
may be met in the selection soon to be made. The committee 
will also see to it that duplicate copies of the books most sought 


for and read, are provided.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICERS. 


In submitting our first report as health officers of this town, 
we would say that while we have not been able to accomplish 
all that might be desired by the community, or all that we 
should have been glad to have done as health officers, we hope 
and trust we have made a beginning toa much needed work 
that will be extended and perfected in the near future. Our 
first work was to have printed and circulated a code of rules 
and regulations which we deemed necessary for the better pre- 
servation of the public health and the best interests and welfare 
of the community. Early in the season we made a tour of the 
village and investigated in regard to drainage, etc., and found 
that a system of sewerage, in some localities, was very much 
needed, and we would recommend that the town take some 
active measures in this direction at the coming annual town 


meeting.

WHOLE NUMBER OF SCHOLARS AND 
NON-ATTENDANCE. 


The whole number of scholars in the town not less than five 
years of age, who have attended the schools of the town not 
less than two weeks during the year, is, as accurately as can be 
ascertained from the school registers, 375. The Selectmen, in 
April, 1884, returned the number of children in town between 
the ages of five and fifteen years, as 357; boys, 180, girls, 177. 

We also report that 22 pupils, between five and fifteen years 
of age, have not attended the schools of the town the number 
of weeks required by law. A portion of this non-attendance 
is due to the inability, upon the part of the older members of 
some of our families, to procure the usual amount of work, 
consequently the family treasury runs low, winter comes on, 
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e 
necessitating an increase in the cost of clothing and fuel. At 
this time the younger members of these families could obtain 
work, and promising an additional attendance above the re- 
quirements of the law for the coming year, they were allowed 
to work in the mills, thereby contributing their moiety of sixty 
or eighty cents per day for the support of themselves and 
others, who would otherwise have been obliged to call upon 
the town, or county, for assistance. It may be that we acted 
without the Zetfer of the law, but we feel sure that its spzv7zt was 
kept intact. 


GENERAL REMARKS AND SUGGESTIONS. 


With an efficient corps of teachers, the results, at the close 
of the year’s work, have been above the average. It is true 
there has been some friction growing out of the workings of 
the town system, and that almost wholly from those who have 
been the most benefited; still, as the days and weeks go by, 
this opposition is apparently growing less, as the system is 
being better understood as the many advantages over the old 
system become more thoroughly investigated. Judging from 
an intimate acquaintance with the schools of the town, and 
their special wants, we confidently assert that there has been 
no measure, since the formation of the High School, that has 
been productive of so much real worth to the schools of the 
town, as the giving up, last year, of the district system. Much 
more solid work must be done before our schools can occupy 
a position to reach the best results; and the next step, in the 
right direction, is to consolidate the schools of Ash Swamp 
and the Plain. Almost yearly, for the last eight or ten years, 
has this suggestion appeared in the reports of your Superin- 
tending Committee. No matter what man or men composed 
that board, just as soon as they became acquainted with the 
school districts of Hinsdale, the idea of” uniting Districts No. 
2 and 7 was advocated. The reasons are obvious, to any one 
who will carefully and dispassionately investigate the matter, 
and we will not burden you with repeating them. 

There is one other topic to which we wish to call your atten- 
tion—a topic which has often been discussed in the school 
reports, and often with barren results,—and that is, 
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SCHOOL DISCIPLINE. 


Discipline has been defined as in “ itself the great education- 
al process. The well disciplined alone are well educated. 
Hence the great business of the teacher is to discipline his pu- 
pils. The discipline of the school has reference to all the regu- 
lations, prohibitions, restraints, and stimulants which are calcu- 
lated to regulate the habits of study and deportment through 
the interesting and important period of school life. The object 
to be secured is two-fold, viz: School vices must be prevented 
or cured and school virtues must be cultivated. Among school 
vices, as they have been classified, are idleness, whispering, dis- 
orderly movements in the school-room, injury to property and 
rudeness of speech or act in the intercourse of every day life. 
The school virtues to be cultivated are suggested as the oppo- 
sites of these, viz: Regularity of attendance, promptness, obe- 
dience, truthfulness, earnestness, diligence, neatness and thor- 
oughness in the preparation and recitation of lessons, and these 
are to be secured not only to promote the business of the school- 
room, but also for their influence in forming habits and charac- 
ter.’ The Board of Education promulgated, last spring, a set 
of rules and regulations in conformity with the foregoing ideas, 
—placed a copy in each school-room, and made it obligatory 
upon each teacher to see that they were enforced. Each and 
every case of discipline that has been brought to the attention 
of the Board has come within the rules, and a conscientious 
teacher will not evade the responsibility placed upon him by 
these same rules, even if it brings with it, (although unjustly, 
as he is acting upon orders,) the adverse criticisms of chronic 
grumblers,—persons who have no personal knowledge, nor 
care to have, of the work done in the school-room, or of the 
actual circumstances attending each individual case of discipline. 
These self-constituted critics are not content with simply an over- 
sight of the schools, but they must put in a word, at the street 
corners, in regard to the price paid teachers. They forget that 
the world moves. They would have us go back to the days of 
“ten dollars a month and board around,” forgetting the fact that 
in nine cases out of ten, this price was all. that the teacher (?) 
was worth, and utterly ignoring that other fact that they them- 


selves were among those bright pupils who were taught and 
5 
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trained by this same “ten dollar teacher.” Weare to-day pay- 
ing our teachers less, on the average, than in any of the neigh- 
boring towns that support a first class school, and the standard 
of price must be raised or we shall lose some who are doing the 
best work.- Cheap teachers, inexperienced ones, can be had in 
number at a nominal fee, but one who has spent his time and 
money fitting himself for the business of teaching can command 
a good salary, and will go where he can obtain it. 

Parents and guardians,—we ask, in conclusion, your hearty 
co-operation in securing the best possible results for the schools 
‘of the town. To get these results, become better acquainted 
with the teachers and their work by more frequent visits at the 
school-room. Instill into the minds of those under your charge 
that no outside attraction can be substituted for the school; that 
during the work of a term, school is of first importance. Al- 
low no unjust criticism to escape you, remembering that the 
reckless are the first to find fault with loose discipline, whatever 
is wrong and of evil tendency makes it unpopular, and finally 
let the home instruction be based upon obedience and truthful- 
ness.
